The Duke of Vendome having occafion to employ the 
French Troops that lye before Berfello in an Enter- 
prize which he has projected, fome Spanith Troo 
will be fent in their Room to continue the B 
of that Place.

Paris, April 6. The laft Letters from Madrid fay, 
that not only the Perfons interefted in the Plate Fleet, 
but generally all the Spaniards are diffarisfied with 
the King’s having converted fo much of the Silver 
fav'd at Vigo to his own ufe ; and add, that the 
Duke of Medina Celi, the Count d’ Aguilar, the 
Duke d’ Infantado, the Duke de Veraguas, the Con- 
ftable of Caftile, the Count de Montijo, and the Pa- 
triarch of the Indies, have had fevéral private Meet- 
ings in the Night time.

drawn together the Troops that are on this fide of 
the Rhine, 

Frankfort, April 4. They write from Strasburg, 
that a great quanrity of Bifcuit is order'd to be 
bak’d there ; and that the Marfhal de Villars has 
commanded all the Veffels great and fmall that are 
on the Rhine to be broyght together ; in order,as ‘tis 
faid, to carry his Infantry, Ammunition and the

the other fide of the Rhine ; which are well guard- 
ed not only by the Dutch Infantry, bur with a good 
Number of Horfe.

Nurenberg, April 6. The Elector of Bavaria, who 
was advanc'd to Hochenbourg, having receiv’d In- 
telligence by 3 feveral Couriers, that Count Schlick 
had pafs'd the River Inn and forc’d the Bavarian 
Lines, decamp'd on the 4th at 11 a Clock at Night, 
and march’d back with moft of his Troops; fo that 
the Garrifon of Neumark had time to demolifh the 
Fortifications, and bring off the Cannon and Ammu- 
nition. We don’t doubt but Count Stirum will 
make ufe of this opportunity to inveft Rotenberg, 
Some more Artillery has been fent him from hence 
and he will be reinforc’d by 1300 Foot of the Regi- 
ment of Wurtsbourg, which will be follow’d by 50a 
more. The Bavarians demanded 1coooo Florins of 
this City on the 2d Inftant, but now they are like to 
be refus’d. P.S. Juft now comes advice that Gene« 
ral Schlick has made himfelf Mafter of the Bridge 
near Schardingen.

Hailbron, April 6. General Schlick has forc’d the 
Bavarian Lines in the Wood near Neuburg. General 
Stirum has caus’d Neumark to be difmantled, and 
the 2500 Men, which he had garrifon’d in it, have 
joyed his Army which lyes near Neumark.

We have receiv’d the following Kelation of 
the Action that happend near Pompignan, nor far 
from St. Hipolite. * The Malecontents having no- 
“tice that a great Body of Troops was marching 
‘ againft them, made 2 Detachments each of 400 
“ Men, one to attack the Enemy in the Rear, and 
‘ the other to draw them into an ambuth in which 
« 3600 Men were Pofted ; which Succeeded for the 
* Jarcer Detachment preicnting themtelves before the 
‘ Enemy, made one Difcharge and then retreated 
«Fighting, and fo drew the Enemy into a Thicker, 
¢ where thofe that lay in Ambufh when the Enemy 
were within half Mufquet Shot of them ler fly ac 
« them, and few of their Shot mifs'd. A great ma- 
‘ny fell on the Spor; and the’ reft drawing off, 
“were met by the firft Detachment who utterly 
“roured them. 1500 Men of the King’s Troops, 
¢ among them 400 Gentlemen were kill’d in this 
« Action, which lafted but half an Hour. This is 
all confirti’d by other Advices, which add, that 5 en- 
tire Companies of the King’s Forces were defeared 
in another Skitmith. That the Malecontents have 

t under Contribution the little Town of Bagnols, 
icuate on the Ceze in the Neighbourhood of Pont 
Sc. Efprit ; and that the noted Fair of Beaucaire is 
forbidden to be kept this Year, the Court .appre- 
hending left on pretence of going thither fome Peo- 
ple might get into the Sevennes. _ 

Parw, April 6. They write ftom the Lower Lan- 
guedoc, That the Malecontents of the Sevennes have 
defeated larely a Party of 60 Men of the King’s 
Troops, and kill’d all bur 3 or 4 of them, who 
efcap’d. faid the Marfhal de Montrevel’s Army 
will be intreasd to 20000 Meh. A Letter from 
thofe Parts runs thus, ‘ The Matthal de Montrevel 
* has 12000 Men befides Marines and fome Milicia 
* of the Country ; but thefe are nde fnfficient to re- 
* prefs the’ Diforders of the Sevthnes. The Male- 
* contents are dfvided into 8 or'10 Bodies, ahd face 
‘ the King’s Troops boldly whérevet they meet them. 
‘ There has been feveral Adtions in whith whole 
* Regiments have been cut off, and no Quarter 
* given on either fide. The worft is, when any 
‘ Village is fufpected of affording refuge to thofe 
* People, whether Willingly or by Compulfion, tite 
* are immediately burnt, and even the Women an 
* Children of ‘above 12 Years old are put to the 
‘Sword. Quiffac and Sauve have been fo fetv’d, 
* and Sumene was fet og Fire not many days ago, 
“ becaufe the Maletontents defeated 3 Companies 
* there. Thefe Malecontents came lately near Mont- 
* pelier where there was a brisk Engagement. They 

were 1400 in Nutnber commanded by Roland
